As a result 
of the introduction of the Roose- 
velt in March, the sales of the 
Marmon company reached their 
reak in May, one month later 
than the high mark for the en- 
tire industry.

tions of new passenger cars in 
Missouri in January showed quite 
a severe decline, with only three 
makes of cars establishing gains 
over the corresponding month of 
last year. The total retail sales, 





as indicated by the actual regis- 
trations, amounted to 2,808, as 
compared with 3,791 in the first 
month of last year, a decline of 
983 units, or 26 per cent. 


This decline in January may be 
accounted for somewhat by the fact 
that sales of new cars held up in| 
this state in good shape through | 
December, thus indicating that the| 
decline which struck other states at | 
the end of last year did not arrive | 
here until the beginning of 1930. | 
Returns from about a dozen states 
that have reported January sales 
show an aggregated falling off 
about 15 per cent. from a year ago,

Ford sales in this state in January 
amounted to 1,045, as compared 
with 1,328 in January, 1929, a de- 
cline of about 25 per cent. Chev- 
rolet sales. on the other hand 
showed a small gain, amounting to 
779, as against 710 a year ago, a gain 
of 69, or about 9 per cent 

De Soto registrations were 28, 
as against 21 a year ago, a gain 
of 7, or 33 per cent. Jordan 
doubled its sales from 1 to 2. All 
other makes registered declines, 
except Marmon, which broke even.

over, because it is always moving. 
Lines carried by this house are of a 
type that show very little loss due 
to depreciation or obsolescence.

sales for a branch store organiza- 
tion presents a somewhat more 
complicated problem than that 
encountered in a unit store operat- 
ing in a limited territory. For one 
thing, it is rather difficult to com- 
pare collection results obtained at 
the different stores unless one 
analyzes operating costs and sales 
performances. And uppermost is 
the question whether credits 
should be pa&sed upon at the indi- 
vidual stores or through a cen- 
tralized credit department located 
at the main store. 

Some branch-store organizations 
have seemingly solved the major 
part of the problem by handling 
credit routine directly from the 
main store, by which arrangement 
the branch exercises only limited 
authorify in passing on credit risks 
and little or no initiative in the col- 
lection of accounts. The tendency, 
however, has been for such branch 
store organization to decentralize 
the credit activities, which, in many 
instances, are now taken care of by 
credit managers attached to the in- 
dividual stores 

One jobber, overating stores in @ 
wide territory, has had very satis- 
factory results with this decentral- 
ized plan. The individual stores 
can render better service to their 
respective customers at correspond- 
ingly iower credit risk than if tne 
accounts were passed upon by long- 
distance control 

Credit conditions are dissimilar in 
the respective communities in which 
branch stores operate.

TIRE COMPANY EARNINGS 

QUESTION: Can you tell me if 
most companies in the tire business 
made money in 1928 and 1929. This 
is to settle a dispute. Can you also 
tell me whether the Goodyear Tire 
Company made a profit in 1929, and 
if so how much?

ANSWER: Some tire companies 
made money in 1928, but, owing to 
conditions peculiar to that industry, 
most of the manufacturers an- 
nounced a deficit. This was caused 
in the main by charging off various 
items of inventory, etc., to clear up 
an existing situation. In 1929 most 
of the companies and all the larger 


| ones made money, former conditions 


having been cleared up. The Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Company 
showed a net profit of $19,864,374 
for the year 1929.

FRANKLIN ENGINES 

QUESTION: I notice that the 
Franklin Automobile Compan 
speaks of its air cooled motor this 
year as being an “airplane engine.” 
Does this engine actually show the 
same characteristics as an engine 
meant for aviation, or is this just a 
figure of speech? 

PUZZLED, Paterson, N. J. 

ANSWER: The Franklin engine 
shows a number of characteristics of 
power plants actually intended for 
aviation work. The valve system, for 
instance, has these characteristics. 
As a matter of fact, the engine that 
is actually installed in the Franklin 
automobile has been placed in a 
Waco plane, and has flown the ship 
for extended periods. 

MORE ABOUT CAR STRIDE 

QUESTION: In a recent issue of 
the Automotive Daily News you 


published a formula determining 
the distanced traveled by a car to 
each revolution of the crank shaft 
of the engine. This formula_was 
published in your “You Ask Us to 
Tell You” column in answer to _&@ 
letter from one of your readers. In 
your answer you said that there 
is also a formula for determining 
the number of cubic inches of mixe 
ture that are fired for each inch of 
road travel. Can you give me this 
formula? 
K. M., Salt Lake City, Utah. 

ANSWER: The formula for de- 
| termining the number of cubic in- 
,ches of mixture that are fired for 
;}each inch of road travel by the car 
| is basically the same as that used 
|in determining the stride of the 
|ear for each revolution of the 
crank shaft. First to simplify come 
putations we will omit considera- 
tion of tire deflection and clutch 
slippage and assume that the full 
movement of the crankshaft of the 
engine is transmitted to the rear 
| wheels. This ommission does not 
| seriously affect the ultimate results. 
The car’s stride, i. e., the inches 
|traveled along the road for each 
| revolution of the crankshaft of the 
|}engine, is determined by multiply- 
jing the tire diameter by forty-four 
|and dividing the result by fourteen 
times the gear ratio. In the four- 
cylinder engine we get two explo- 
sions for each revolution of the 
crankshaft; in the six-cylinder en- 
gine, three, and in the eight-cyline 
der engine, four. Hence, in the 
four-cylinder engine the distance 
traveled for each explosion will be 
one-half the car’s stride; in the sixe 
cylinder engine, one-third, and in 
the eight-cylinder engine, one<- 
fourth. Hence in a car powered by 
a four-cylinder engine wit ha bore 
of 3% inches and a stroke of 4 
inches, with 30-inch tires and 4 
gear ratio of 3.63, we would have 
44x30 divided by 14x3.63 equals 








Y|26. Hence, the car moves forward 


26 inches for each revolution of the 
crankshaft of the engine, and as 
there are two explosions for each 
revolution in the four-cylinder en- 
gine, the car stride would be 13 
inches for each explosion. 

Now, to determine the number of 
cubic inches of mixture to each 
explosion we would have 3%x3%x 
.7854 times the stroke of four inches 
equals 44.15 cubic inches. Hence, 
44.15 divided by 13 (the number of 
inches moved forward to each ex- 
plosion) would give 3.4 cubic inches 
of mixture exploded for each inch 
of travel of the car. 

A simple formula is seven times 
gear ratio times total piston dis- 
placement of the engine divided by 








44 times the ‘tire diameter.
